Nov. 1—Based 
on an average price of 20 cents 
a pound the present cotton crop 
in Alabama is worth approxi- 
mately $2,500,000 more than 
any other crop produced in this 
State. At first figure 1,270,000 
bales, the estimate as of Octo- 
ber 18, is worth $127,000,000. 
The 1919 crop of 713,000 bales 
which brought an average 
price of approximately 35 cts 
a pound, netted the farmers of 
the State approximately $124,- 
500,000, or 2 14 million dollars 
under the 1925 crop. 

Records kept by W. F. Gist, 
agricultural statistician at Au- 
burn, show that these two and 
only two other cotton crops in 
Alabama have returned to the 
growers more than $100,000,- 
000. The 1918 crop of 801,000 
bales, which brought an aver- 
age price of 28.79 cents a lb, 
was worth $115,303,000. The 
1924 crop of 986,000 bales, 
which brought an average 
price of 23.11 cents per pound, 
returned to the growers 
$113,932,000. 

The total sale price of the 
present crop is approximately 
$50,000,000 higher than the 
average of the ten-year period 
‘from 1914 to 1923, which was 
$76,288,000. The average 
price for the period was 21.29 
cents per pound. 

The present crop is the first 
to exceed a million bales since 
that of 1915, which exceeded 
this mark by 21,000 bales. The 
biggest ever made in Alabama 
was in 1914 when the produc- 
tion was 1,750,000 bales. The 
average that year was 7.29 cts 
per pound. 

While the total money receiv 
ed for this crop sets a néw high 
record it probably is not true 
that the net returns to the 
growers are equal to those of 
other years when the cost of 
producing cotton was much 
higher than it was this year.
